GOP blocks attempt 
to repeal law banning 
open gays in military 

Washington 

Senate Republicans on Tuesday 
blocked legislation that would have 
repealed the law banning gays from 
serving openly in the military. 

The partisan vote was a defeat 
for Senate Democrats and gay 
rights advocates, who saw the bill 
as their last chance before Novem- 
ber’s elections to overturn the law 
known as “don’t ask, don’t tell.” 

With the 56-43 vote. Democrats 
fell short of the 60 votes needed 
to advance the legislation. It also 
would have authorized $726 bil- 
lion in defense spending, includ- 
ing a pay raise for troops. 

Senate Democrats attached the 
repeal provision to the defense 
bill in the hopes that Republicans 
would hesitate to vote against 
legislation that included popular 
defense programs. But GOP leg- 
islators opposed the bill anyway, 
thwarting a key part of the Dem- 
ocrats’ legislative agenda. 


Now, gay rights advocates say 
they worry they have lost a crucial 
opportunity to change the law. If 
Democrats lose seats in the upcom- 
ing elections this fall, repealing the 
ban could prove even more diffi- 


cult next year. 

Democratic Sens. Blanche Lin- 
coln and Mark Pryor of Arkansas 
sided with Republicans to block the 
bill. Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., also voted against

Man who died saving 
three in 1968 secret 
mission is honored 

Washington 

President Obama on Tuesday 
awarded the Medal of Honor to 
an Air Force chief master ser- 
geant who died saving three fel- 
low airmen in Laos, his heroism 
kept under wraps for more than 
40 years because the Vietnam-era 
mission was secret. 

“Today your nation final- 
ly acknowledges and fully hon- 
ors your father’s bravery,” Obama 
told the three sons of Richard L. 
“Dick” Etchberger at an awards 
ceremony in the East Room of the 
White House. 

“Even though it’s been 42 years, 
it’s never too late to do the right 
thing,” Obama said. 

One of the sons said afterward 
that his father would have been 
humbled to receive the nation’s 
highest military honor. 

“He would be here just saying, 1 
was doing my job up there,”’ Rich- 


ard Etchberger told reporters. 

A native of Hamburg, Pa., Etch- 
berger was an electronics expert 
without formal combat training in 
March 1968 when he single-hand- 
edly kept the North Vietnamese 
enemy at bay while helping evacuate 
wounded comrades from their radar 
station on a remote Laotian moun- 
tain after coming under attack. 

The next morning, Etchberg- 
er managed to get three wounded 


comrades into rescue slings and on 
their way to safety. But Etchberger 
was fatally wounded after enemy 
ground fire struck the helicopter 
attempting to lift him to safety. 

Etchberger’s mission was top 
secret, and for years his chil- 
dren had been in the dark about 
it. Richard Etchberger, the son, 
said they were told only that he 
had died in a helicopter crash.

Helicopter crash kills 
nine NATO troops; 
2010 death toll rises 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

Nine NATO troops were killed 
in a helicopter crash in southern 
Afghanistan on Tuesday morning, 
military officials said, making 2010 
the deadliest year for the U.S.-led 
international force in the country. 
A 10th NATO service member was 
killed later in an unrelated bomb- 
ing in the south. 

Tuesday’s crash and bombing 
raised the death toll of NATO troops 
in Afghanistan so far this year to 
530, according to a tally kept by Ica- 
sualties.org. Last year, 521 NATO 
troops died in Afghanistan. 

The grim milestone comes as 
the Obama administration attempts 
to play down expectations for an 
upcoming strategy review. 


U.S. officials are trying to make 
the case that their war plan will 
bear fruit in coming months now 
that the U.S. military has 100,000 
troops in Afghanistan, the most 
since the war began almost nine 


years ago. The new troops, U.S. 
commanders say, have allowed 
movement into previously uncon- 
tested Taliban strongholds in south- 
ern Afghanistan and an expanded 
presence in restive northern and

eastern provinces. 

Tuesday’s crash also injured one 
NATO service member, an Afghan 
soldier and a U.S. civilian, the mili- 
tary said in a statement. The coali- 
tion did not disclose the helicop- 
ter’s mission, and the cause of the 
crash was not clear. 

The deaths came as the U.N. 
secretary-general issued a report 
noting a sharp spike in violent inci- 
dents in Afghanistan. 

“The security situation has con- 
tinued to deteriorate in many parts 
of the country,” Ban Ki-moon wrote 
in a report outlining developments 
in Afghanistan between June and 
August. (TWP/AP) 


$30 Million Seized at Vatican Bank in Money-Laundering Probe 


Vatican City 

Italian authorities seized $30 mil- 
lion from a Vatican bank account 
Tuesday and said they have begun 
investigating top officials of the 
Vatican bank in connection with 
a money-laundering probe. 


The Vatican said it was “per- 
plexed and surprised” by the inves- 
tigation. 

Italian police seized the money 
as a precaution, and prosecutors 
placed the Vatican bank’s chair- 
man and director general under 
investigation for alleged mistakes 


linked to violations of Italy’s anti- 
laundering laws, news reports 
said. According to the reports, the 
bank neglected to communicate to 
authorities where the money had 
come from. 

The Vatican expressed full trust 
in the chairman of the bank, Ettore 


Gotti Tedeschi, and his director- 
general, Paolo Cipriani. 

The Vatican bank’s stated 
mission is to manage assets that 
are destined for religious works 
or works of charity. The bank is

The SmarTrip card is getting some 
competition. The Maryland Tran- 
sit Administration debuted its own 
electronic fare card, the Charm- 
Card, on Tuesday. 

The rechargeable card can be 
used on the state’s public bus, sub- 
way and light-rail systems. It can 
also be used to ride Metro’s trains 
and buses and regional bus sys- 
tems, including ART, CUE, DASH, 
D.C. Circulator, Fairfax Connec- 
tor, PRTC OmniRide, Ride On 
and TheBus. 

In turn, SmarTrip cards can 
be used wherever a CharmCard 
is accepted, officials said. 

However, the CharmCard can- 
not be used on MARC trains or 
commuter bus systems. 

The CharmCard can be pur- 
chased online, at the MTA transit 
store in Baltimore and at select CVS 
and Giant Food stores, (twp)

A Drive to Curb Texting 

At summit, US. officials call for tougher penalties against distracted drivers 


Washington 

Making sure drivers keep their 
eyes on the road will require a net- 
work of tough laws, enforcement by 
police and personal responsibility, 
the government said Tuesday. 

Obama administration offi- 
cials said during a second summit 
on distracted driving that it had 
made progress in pushing states to 
target drivers who send text mes- 
sages and use mobile devices from 
the road, but too many people are 
being killed because of inatten- 
tive motorists.

The crackdown caught drivers 
near Ninth Street and New York 
Avenue NW, as LaHood convened 
his second major conference on 
distracted driving. 

LaHood said last week that as 
he travels about Washington, he 
notices that “just about every 
driver" seems to be using a hand- 
held cell phone, despite the ban. 

The District has made an effort 
to enforce the handheld ban, is- 
suing 7,519 warnings and 12,936 
tickets in 2008.

Safety advocates are trying to rep- 
licate the success of campaigns in 
the 1980s that helped reduce drunk- 
en-driving deaths and increased the 
use of seat belts. 

LaHood noted that automakers 
were adding in-vehicle technology 
that allows drivers to update their 
Facebook pages, surf the Internet 
“or do any number of other things 
instead of driving safely.” 

Ford Motor Co. has marketed its 
in-car entertainment and commu- 
nication service, known as Sync, 
and General Motors Co. recently 
announced plans to give its OnStar 
safety system better voice recogni- 
tion so drivers could verbally con- 
nect with the Internet. 

Wade Newton, a spokesman for 


the Alliance of Automobile Man- 
ufacturers, said making driving 
safer will mean balancing “the fact 
that we know drivers will do cer- 
tain things while driving, and how 
technology can make it safer.” 

As part of the summit, the Trans- 
portation Department proposed bar- 
ring truck drivers from sending text 
messages while hauling hazardous 
materials. The department also 
wrapped up rules restricting train 
operators from using cell phones 
and mobile devices on duty. 

The federal government has 
prohibited federal employees from 
texting while driving on govern- 
ment business, and legislation is 
pending in Congress to push all 
states to ban texting by drivers.

NFL coaches show 
little patience with 
their signal callers

There hasn’t been much patience 
in the early stages of this NFL 
season for quarterbacks who fail 
to produce. 

Five quarterbacks who started 
last weekend were benched. Two 
teams already have announced 
quarterback changes this week. 

Throw in a couple of injuries 
and Ben Roethlisberger’s suspen- 
sion from the Steelers, and about 
one-fourth of the league’s 32 teams 
have gone, at least temporarily, 
to Plan B at quarterback just two 
games into the season. 

“We’re in a knee-jerk society, 
and football has become a knee-jerk 
game,” said former Redskins quar- 
terback Joe Theismann. “People ask 
me how the game has become dif- 
ferent. It’s the instability of jobs. As 
a coach, your job depends on about 
eight games. As a quarterback, it’s 
about two quarters.” 

The changes come even as stel- 
lar play by some quarterbacks con- 
tinues after a record year for pass- 
ers in 2009. Seven quarterbacks 
currently have passer ratings above 
100. Last Sunday’s benchings came 
on the same day that the Redskins’ 
Donovan McNabb and Houston’s 
Matt Schaub combined for 923 
passing yards in a game.

Broncos Stunned by Suicide 


Team says nothing 
about McKinley was 
alarming recently

Denver Broncos coach Josh McDan- 
iels said in a tearful news confer- 
ence Tuesday that nobody in the 
organization saw any hint that wide 
receiver Kenny McKinley was sui- 
cidal before he took his life. 

“WeVe all seen him recendy. He’s 
been the same person every time we 
see him. Liked junk food and chips 
and things like that ” McDaniels 
said. “He was in the cafeteria, or in 
the training room, when we were 
seeing him the last so many weeks 
here. Nothing that would alarm us 
to anything like this.” 

McKinley’s body was discovered 
by a female friend Monday when she 
returned to his Centennial, Colo.,

home less than four miles from the 
team’s headquarters after running an 
errand with his young son, Keon. 

Arapahoe County Coroner 
Michael Dobersen said Tuesday 
that McKinley, 23, died of a gun- 


shot wound to the head. He said a 
preliminary investigation “suggests 
the wound to be self-inflicted.” 

The team gathered Tuesday 
morning and met with grief counsel- 
ors to help them deal with the death 
of their friend, who was on injured 
reserve after hurting his left knee 
in August and requiring surgery for 
the second time in eight months. The 
players decided to leave McKinley’s 
locker in place for the remainder of 
the season as a shrine to their team- 
mate with an infectious smile who 
was always quick with a joke. 

This is the third time in four 
years the Broncos are dealing with 
the death of a teammate. Corner- 
back Darrent Williams, 24, was 
slain in a drive-by shooting on New 
Year’s Day 2007, and three months 
later backup running back Damien 
Nash, 24, collapsed and died after 
a charity basketball game in St.

Album Review 

Cover songs are curious. They can 
be great, like the Smashing Pump- 
kins’ version of Fleetwood Mac’s 
“Landslide,” or awful, like Kelly 
Osbourne’s “Papa Don’t Preach.” 

They’re best, obviously, when 
they’re both respectful and dynam- 
ic, like the tracks on John Legend 
and the Roots’ collaborative album, 
“Wake Up!,” a collection of 11 covers 
and one original song from Legend. 
A mix of work from artists includ- 
ing Marvin Gaye, Donny Hathaway 


and Nina Simone, who recorded 
these songs in the ’60s and ’70s, 
“Wake Up!” was born out of Leg- 
end’s and the Roots’ shared inter- 
est in politics.

N.C.'s wine country 
experiences a rebirth 
and offers at Least 90 
vineyards to sample

North Carolina is known for bas- 
ketball, beaches and barbecue. But 
wine doesn’t necessarily come to 
mind when thinking about the Tar 
Heel State. Yet North Carolina is 
home to more than 90 wineries 
and has three American Viticul- 
tural Areas — Yadkin Valley, Swan 
Creek and Haw River Valley. 

The number of wineries in 
North Carolina has more than qua- 
drupled since 2001. Currently, the 
state ranks seventh in wine produc- 
tion in the United States. 

While North Carolina winemak- 
ing may seem to be in its infancy 
now, it’s actually more of a rebirth. 
The state’s first commercial winery 
opened in 1835. At the turn of the 
20th century, 25 wineries were in 
operation, making it one of the most 
productive states in the U.S. 

The first stop on your tour of 
Swan Creek should be Laurel Gray 
Vineyards, in the town of Hamp- 
tonville. The winery is owned by 
Benny and Kim Myers and named 
after their son and daughter.

A Hunk of Hummus? 


A new nneat-free cookbook takes aim at those who prefer their burgers beefy 


Even the most knuckle-dragging cave-people among us sometimes eat a vegetarian meal. (Really, a 
bowl of Mini-Wheats counts, if you forgo the bacon chaser.) But the chasm between carnivores and veggies 
often seems widest when it comes to lunch and dinner, where many meat poets hanker for the satisfying 
crunch of bacon on a sandwich or the sizzle of steak on a plate. But when cookbook author Kim O’Donnel 
started trying to go vegetarian a few nights a week, she found that it was easier than she’d suspected to 
whip up satisfying dishes sans a trip to the butcher counter or seafood case. We chatted with her about her 
new book, “The Meat Lover’s Meatless Cookbook” ($19, Lifelong Books). JENNIFER BARGER (EXPRESS) 


What’s the key to creating a 
vegetarian dish that’ll satisfy, 
say, a steak gal? 

The food should stick to your ribs 
and feel substantial. For that, beans 
and legumes in one-pot dishes can 
really help. People forget, but beans 
are plants! 

Are there secret ingredients you 
use to ramp up the flavor when 
you can’t use, say, a bit of bacon or 
some anchovy paste? 

One of them is smoked paprika, 
which transforms dishes by lend- 
ing smoke. And chipotle chil- 
ies in adobo are a terrific flavor 
booster. 

What about cheese? i think 
adding it is always nice on 
veggie dishes, if you aren’t 
serving vegan friends. 

Yeah, Parmesan cheese — we 
take it for granted, but it’s such 
a good way to amp up salt and 
nuttiness in a dish. And nuts add 
a fatty richness to things. 

The book doesn’t include fake 
bacon or veggie burgers. Why not? 

I use tempeh and tofu in it, which, 
to me, are more like whole foods 
than fake meat. I was trying to 
make the point that you don’t 
always have to mimic meat. 

What do you do to make tofu and 
tempeh tasty? i think tempeh can 
be challenging! 

I usually marinate them and pan-

fry them. It’s usually important to 
season them and mix them with 
other things. I do a jerk-style tem- 
peh with coconut rice and red beans 
that is really good. 

What do you have in here that’s 
really good for vegans? 

I have this recipe for Chickpea 
“Crabcakes” with Old Bay that’s 
totally delicious. 

What vegetables do you think we 
should give a second chance? 

Take the dreaded broccoli and 
cauliflower and just roast them. It 
takes a whopping 10 minutes, and 
they both just mellow and get really 
good. And winter squash and sweet 
potatoes also turn out so well. 


Recipe File 


KALE CHIPS 



INGREDIENTS 

» 1 bunch (4 to 5 cups) Lacinato kale 
(also sold as Dinosaur kale) 

Itbsp olive oil 
•’ 1/2 tsp salt 

» 1/4 tsp red pepper flakes 
(optional) 

Instructions 

Preheat the oven to 350 F. 

With a sharp knife, remove the 
stem and middle rib of each kale leaf 
so that all you have left are leaves. 
Wash the leaves, then dry thoroughly, 
preferably in a salad spinner. With a 
knife, cut the leaves into small pieces 
(ideally 3 inches long, 2 inches wide). 

Transfer the leaves to a medium- 
size mixing bowl and add the olive oil, 
salt and red pepper flakes (if using). 
With your hand, coat leaves with the 
seasonings; the leaves will glisten 
a bit. 

Place the kale in a single layer 
on a baking sheet, giving the leaves 
plenty of room to roast. Cook for eight 
minutes, maybe a few seconds more. 
Remove from the oven and enjoy. 

Makes enough chips for four sand- 
wiches or a bowl of TV snacks.
